The Fast Bay cities are threatened 
with an insufficient water supply by 
the end of 1925. This was the 
statement of Edwin (€. Edgerton, 
president of ‘the East Bay Water 
company, at the luncheon of the 
Oakland Real Estate board in Hotel 
Harrison yesterday. 

Edgerton pointed out that it will 
be five or ten years before a per- 
manent future water supply can be 
provided, and that there is danger of 
during the period 
roughly covered by 1925 to 1930, 

“We of the Bast Bay Water com- 
pany consider it our duty to utter 
this warning,” he said, ‘because we 
are in -possession of more accurate 
information on the subject than any 
other institutition.” . 

In pointing oui the actual situa- 
tion which may confront the East 
Bay cities, Edgerton said: 

“The Rast Bay communities are 
threatened with an insufficient water 
supply by the eh@~ef, 1925. 

“Entirely , apart from the question 
of a large additional water supply 
which eventually must be developed 
to carry these communities for 25 
or more years into the future, there 
is a period beginning about the end 
of the year: 1925 when additional 
water must be available in order to 
supply the communities until the 
largér supply can be brought’ in. 

“It has been estimated by en- 
gineers of the East Bay ,Water com- 
pany and engineers for the Oakland 
Chamber of Commerce that the pres- 
em developed supplies of this com- 
pany are sufficient only to carry the 


communities up. to ‘the end of ‘1925: 


and that, the remaining possible de- 
velopment. of local sources by the, 
"East Bay Water company, would .pro- 
duce a -slpply sufficient ‘for not 
longer that.a petiod ending 1930. : 

' “Gorbequently, there is immediate. 
need of water.development which will 
assure water supply for the period 
roughly estimated between the years 
1925 and 1950. ae 

“The public should realize that the 
East Bay communities are .growing 
very rapidly.

‘Curiously, too, says the “Trade 
Becord” of the National . City Bank 
tof New York, nearly all of them weiit 
to the Orient, which produces half 
the tobacco of the world and has 
ample. supplies of labor with which 
to turn it into form for use. i 

‘While the whole world made the 
acquaintance of the American cigaf- 
ette. during, the war period, it was 
in the Orient that fits use ripened 
into a “habit" while the European 
habit of the war years proved only 
tethporary. 

Of the twelve billion cigarettes 
passing out of our ports in the fiscal 
year 1923, nearly nine billion went to 
China alone, approximately one bdil- 
Yien to the Straits Settlements and 
Dutch East Indies, and another bDil- 
lion to Siam, Hongkong, Japan and 
the Philippine Islands, while Europe, 
which took eight billion in the 
year following the war, took less than 
one-quarter of a billion in 1923. 

Curiously. adds the “Trade Rec- 
ord,” this American ctgarette habft 
has developed in a secion of the 
world which is itself a very great 
producer of tobacco since out. of a. 
world production ‘of four illiom 
pounds a year, India produces one 
billion. China a half billion and the 
other Oriental countries another halt 
billion, indicating that half of the 
world’s tobacco crop is .grown in 
‘the Orient, which has, desptie that 
fact, so enormously increased its 
takings of our cigarettes, until nine- 
tenths of our cigarette exports nay 
go to the Orient.
